FIRST MINISTER 
Carwyn Jones has 
welcomed news that 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
highway authority is 
to commission an 
independent road 
safety investigation 


of the A48. 

The Bridgend AM 
said that he has received 
many representations 
from constituents and 
local councillors 

regarding the safety of 
pedestrians on the road, 
following the recent 
tragic accident at the 


(junction of Merthyr 
Mawr Road on the A48. 

In the light of that 
accident, when Rhys 
Rubery, 16, died, a 
Facebook group, ‘A48 
Make It Safe’ has 
mounted a campaign. 

Mr Jones said that he

PRINCESS OF WALES 
NURSES STRUCK OFF 


THREE nurses who pleaded 
guilty to wilful neglect of 
patients in 2015, after they 
filled in false blood sugar 
readings for patients, have 
now been struck off. 

Lauro Bertulano, Rebecca Jones 
and Natalie Jones, have been struck 
off the nursing register after a two-day 
Nursing and Midwifery Council 
(NMC) hearing in Cardiff. 

The nurses were working on a 
specialist stroke ward. 

After pleading guilty in Cardiff 
Crown Court, Rebecca Jones was 
sentenced to eight months in prison. 
Bertulano was sentenced to four 
months in prison. Natalie Jones was 


given a 12-month community order. 

A spokesperson for Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University health board 
said: “We can confirm that these three 
nurses left our employment last year 
after they admitted the charges against 
them. Their behaviour was totally 
unacceptable and extremely 
disappointing. 

“As soon as we had become aware 
of anomalies around some blood 
sugar tests, we did not hesitate to 
bring our concerns to the attention of 
South Wales Police; and we 
cooperated fully with the investigation 
which followed.

the investigation will 
take into account factors 
such as traffic 
movements, speed of 
vehicles, pedestrian 
movements and other 
concerns which have 
been raised with the 
council. 

The report will 
provide 
recommendations for 
any remedial work 
where appropriate. 

Mr Jones said: “This 
action is certainly a step 
in the right direction. I 
will be monitoring this 
carefully and in 
particular, the report’s 
recommendations. 

“It is important that 
this report is concluded 
as quickly as possible to 
assess all the options to 
make the road safer after 
this tragic accident. 

“I have also discussed 
safety concerns with 
Chief Superintendent 
Stuart Parfitt. I 
understand that a police 
investigation is under 
way.”

Busy Sunday for 
Porthcawl RNLI 


SUNDAY, July 31, was a busy 
afternoon for Porthcawl’s 
RNLI lifeboat crews who 
rescued three people who 
found themselves in imminent 
danger in two separate 
incidents. 

Just before 2pm, RNLI volunteers 
were called to rescue a kayaker that 
had capsized. He was in the water and 
unable to climb back on board his 
kayak off Ogmore by Sea. 

An Atlantic 85 lifeboat, ‘Rose of the 
Shires’, was on scene within 15 
minutes of the initial alert and rescued 
the kayaker who had been swept 
eastwards towards rocks at Ogmore 
Deeps. 

The lifeboat crew was directed to 
the casualty by members of the public 
pointing from the rocks above. 

Too close to rocks for the lifeboat to 
get alongside, a crew member swam to 
the casualty with a line and both were 
pulled back aboard the lifeboat. 

The casualty was taken back to 
Porthcawl and checked over but no 
further medical assistance was 
required. 

Coastguards paged Porthcawl crew 
for a second time shortly before 


5.30pm to two people cut off by the 
tide, east of the RNLI station, near 
Witches Point at Southerndown. 

Two lifeboats were launched and the 
casualties were rescued by the D Class 
vessel. 

The casualties were transferred to 
the larger Atlantic 85 lifeboat and 
brought safely ashore at Porthcawl 
lifeboat station. 

Lifeboat operations manager at 
Porthcawl, Philip Missen, said: “This 
afternoon proved yet again the value of 
our lifeboat service and the dedication 
of our crews. At this time of year, we 
get people cut off by the tide along our 
coast, especially east of Porthcawl. 

“I would like to re-emphasise the 
importance of checking tide times 
before venturing along some our 
beautiful coast. 

“I would like to say how important 
it is for all watercraft users to have 
some form of buoyancy aid and a 
means for calling for help should the 
need arise.”

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Social media 
hunt for 
Aberkenfig 
knitting lady 


AN innocent query on social 
media has sparked memories 
in hundreds of Bridgend 
county borough residents, and 
the woman who made the 
original post told The GEM 
that she was “amazed” at the 
response. 

Karin Gray, who now lives in 
Pembrokeshire, but who grew up in the 
Kenfig Hill area, suddenly 
remembered a local character from her 
youth, and wondered if anybody knew 
any more about her. 

On the Facebook page ‘‘Memories of 
Pyle and Kenfig’, she posted.- 
“Remember the little old lady who 
used to sit on a bench on the way to 
Aberkenfig? 

“She was always knitting and 
seemed to be there every time I went 
past. Around 1976ish?? Always 
wondered where she lived and why she 
went there everyday.’ 

In only a few days, it attracted over 
130 comments, and when it was shared 
to another local history page 
‘Aberkenfig old and new’, a similar 
number responded. 

Karin told The GEM about which 
strands were emerging from the 
conversation. She said: “We had 


people say that they remembered her 
being there in 1961, and others said 
that she was still there in the 1990s.” 

The bench in question is near The 
Fountain public house, on the road 
from Aberkenfig to Cefn Cribwr. 

Not surprisingly, as she was out 
there day after day in the sunshine, 
people remember her as being ‘nut 
brown’ in colour. 

Others recalled that sometimes a car 
would stop, and someone would get 
out, present her with some wool and a 
pattern, and ask her if she could make 
it! Apparently, she always obliged! 

Karin Gray said: “We have had a 
suggestion that she used to live in Park 
Road, which is nearby in Aberkenfig, 
so that makes sense. 

“There was a suggestion that her son 
had died in an accident on the road, but 
we have nothing concrete to back that 
up.” 

She added that a few names had 
been suggested, but there was nothing 
authoritative yet.

CYCLISTS in 
Bridgend enjoyed a 
surprise visit from 
a VIP - a ‘Very 
Important Puppy’. 

Wheeler, a five- 
month-old black 
Labrador, is well on his 
way to becoming a 
guide dog, after 
members of the Ogmore 
Valley Wheelers cycling 
club helped to fund his 
training. 

Members had the 
chance to check his 
progress when he visited 
a club meeting at Gilead 
Chapel Hall in Coity. 

Fundraising began 
last summer, when club 
member Keith Barrett, 
from Comtown, 
completed a 320-mile 
sponsored ride from 
Paris to Swansea on a 
tandem, piloted by 
fellow cyclist Andy 
Harries. 

The total was boosted 
by a club quiz night at 
Gilead Chapel Hall in 
Coity, a shopping centre 
collection, and a number 
of one-off donations - 
including £300 from 
regulars at the 
Blacksmith’s Arms in 
Llanmaes, who had read 
about Keith’s exploits in 
The GEM. 

Keith, a piano tuner, 
has been blind since he 
was a baby. “Being 


blind means I’ve faced 
many challenges in my 
life, and this cycle ride 
was one of the biggest,” 
he said. 

“Guide dogs changed 
my life. I was 18 when 
I had my first, and now 
I’m on my fifth, Lena. 
The service receives no 
Government funding, 
and I just wanted to give 
something back. 

“We needed to raise 
£5,000 to name a puppy. 
‘Wheeler’ was the 
obvious choice, as none 
of this would have been 
possible without the 
Ogmore Valley 
Wheelers, especially 
Andy.” 

Wheeler is currently 
living in Forth with 
volunteer puppy walker 
Elaine Francis, who will 
teach him basic good 
behaviour and introduce 
him to busy and 
challenging 
environments, such as 
shops, buses and trains. 

The cycling club will 
receive regular updates 
on his progress, plus 
photographs, as he 
trains to become a fully- 
fledged guide dog.

A NEW website has 
been launched by 
GPs in Bridgend 
giving patients 
health advice and 
information 
without the need 
for an appointment. 

Pen Y Bont Health 
(PYB) is the first 
federation of GPs in 
Wales, formed by six 
Bridgend practices: 
Ashfield, Newcastle, 

Oak Tree, New Surgery 
Pencoed, Pencoed 
Medical Centre and 
Riversdale. 

PYB have set up a 
dedicated website 
giving, it is claimed, the 
same advice and 
information given to 
patients during 
appointments. 

The website, 
ww w.pybhealth .com, 
contains information on 
common illnesses, do’s 
and don’ts, childhood 
complaints, and health 
and wellbeing topics 
including smoking 
cessation, diet and 
exercise. 

Dr Gail Price, of 
Pencoed Medical Centre, 
explained: “Often 
patients attend 
appointments for our 
advice because they 
can’t access it any other 
way. This website does 
just that. My GP 
colleagues and I have 
put our advice in one 
place for all our patients 
to access whenever they 
need it, including when 
surgeries are closed.” 

Patient representative, 
Bethan Richardson from 
Oaktree Surgery, who, 
together with other 
patients advised on the 
content of the website, 
added: “This is a really 
good source of reliable 
information from our 
local doctors. I will 
certainly be looking here 
first for advice on minor 
illnesses and injuries.” 

PYB patients can also 
use the website as an aid 
to help them make 
informed choices - do 
they need to see a 
doctor, or are there small 


steps they can take to 
help themselves at 
home? 

It is thought that 
around 25-30 per cent of 
patients who go to see 
their doctors didn’t 
always need the 
appointment. 

GPs hope that the 
information on the 
website will lead to 
fewer unnecessary 
appointments, making it 
easier for patients who 
have a greater need for 
a face-to-face 
consultation to access 
doctors.

Busy Sunday for 
Porthcawl RNLI 


SUNDAY, July 31 
was a busy 
afternoon for 

Porthcawl’s RNLI 
lifeboat crews who 
safely rescued three 
people who found 
themselves in 
imminent danger in 
two separate 

incidents. 

Just before 2pm, RNLI 
volunteers were called to 
rescue a kayaker who 
had capsized. He was in 
the water and unable to 
climb back on board his 
kayak off Ogmore by 
Sea. 

An Atlantic 85 
lifeboat. Rose of the 
Shires, was on scene 
within 15 minutes of the 
initial alert and rescued 
the kayaker who had 
been swept eastwards 
towards rocks at Ogmore 
Deeps. 

The lifeboat crew was 
directed to the casualty 
by members of the public 
pointing from the rocks 
above. 

Too close to rocks for 
the lifeboat to get 
alongside, a crewmember 
swam to the casualty 
with a line and both were 
pulled back aboard the 
lifeboat. 

The casualty was 
taken back to Porthcawl 


and checked over but no 
further medical 

assistance was required. 

Coastguards paged 
Porthcawl crew for a 
second time shortly 
before 5.30pm to two 
people cut off by the tide, 
east of the RNLI station, 
near Witches Point at 
Southerndown. 

Two lifeboats were 
launched and the 
casualties were rescued 
by the D Class vessel. 

The casualties were 
transferred to the larger 
Atlantic 85 lifeboat and 
brought safely ashore at 
Porthcawl lifeboat 
station. 

Lifeboat operations 
manager at Porthcawl, 
Philip Missen, said: 
“This afternoon proved 
yet again the value of our 
lifeboat service and the 
dedication of our crews. 
At this time of year, we 
get people cut off by the 
tide along our coast, 
especially east of 
Porthcawl. 

“I would like to re¬ 
emphasise the 

importance of checking 
tide times before 
venturing along some of 
our beautiful coast. 

“I would like to say 
how important it is for all 
watercraft users to have 
some form of buoyancy 
aid and a means for 


calling for help should 
the need arise.”

struggle to the end’ porthcawl news, august i916 



A t 7.30pm on 
Friday, 
August 4 
1916, a meeting 
was held to 
commemorate the 
second anniversary 
of the declaration 
of war. 

Held on The Green, 
in front of the Seabank 
Hotel (then a boys’ 
college), it took the 
form of various 
dignitaries speaking on 
the resolution, 
''Declaring inflexible 
determination to 
continue the struggle to 
a victorious end” 
(Porthcawl News 
August 1916.) 

Among those who 
attended were the Lord 
Mayor of Cardiff, Dr RJ 
Smith, Mr George 
Blundell and Porthcawl 
councillors TG Jones, 
RE Jones and TE Deere. 
It is not 

inconceivable that this 
patriotism was fuelled 
by the news from the 
front, as the Battle of 
the Somme continued. 
Yet that week, it was 
news of a Porthcawlian 
dying in an accident 
that cast a gloom over 
the town: 2nd 
Lieutenant Walter Scott 
Mertz’s death was 
reported in, both the 
Porthcawl News and 
Wallingford Times, 
Berkshire, on August 3. 

Having survived the 
Gallipoli campaign with 
the 2nd South Midland 
Mounted Brigade, as a 
Lance Corporal, on June 
8,1916 he had been 
transferred to the Royal 
Engineers; being 
granted a commission 
on June 15,1916. 

On July 28, 1916 
while arranging billets 
for his men, 2nd Lt 
Mertz was killed on the 
Abingdon Road on his 
way to Didcot when his 
motorcycle collided on 
a ‘hairpin bend’ with 
Superintendent Foster’s 
car coming in the 
opposite direction. 

Lt Mertz, 33, was 
thrown from his 
machine and as a result 
died of a fractured skull. 
His body was brought 
home to Porthcawl for 
burial in St John’s 
Churchyard, Newton. 

Walter Scott Mertz 
had been bom to Franz 
and Elizabeth Mertz on 
August 11, 1883 in 
Treherbert. His father, 
Franz, was born in 
Baden, Germany and 
had arrived in Merthyr 


Tydfil in the late 1860s, 
where he met and 
married his wife 
Elizabeth Hannah. 

In the 1891 Census, 
the couple are found 
living in Aberdare 
where Franz worked as 
a fancy china dealer. 

On Franz’s death in 
1898, Elizabeth moved 
to ‘Hannaston’, 36 
Esplanade Avenue, 
Porthcawl (‘Lorelei’ 
today) where she died 
in 1930. 

On leaving 

Pontypridd Intermediate 
Secondary School, 
Walter was employed as 
a draper’s assistant by 
William Jarvis of 
Aberdare. In 1908, he 
enlisted in the Berkshire 
Yeomanry as a trooper. 
In the 1911 Census 
Walter is found in South 
Shields, employed as a 
fancy draper. 

While in the north¬ 
east, Walter was a 
member of 2039 
Londonderry Lodge, 
Masonic Hall, Park 
Terrace, Sunderland; 
which today stands in 
the grounds of Beamish 
Museum. 

On August 11, 1914 
his 31st birthday, he 
enlisted, as a 
motorcycle dispatch 
rider to the South 
Midland Mounted 
Brigade. What is so sad 
is, that after his death, 
his fiancee and mother 
contest his will, which 
is overseen by the 
Metropolitan Bank in 
Porthcawl (Costa 
today). Elizabeth Mertz, 
his mother, won her 
claim. 

There would be 
another military funeral 
held at St John’s 
Churchyard that August: 
John Campbell from 
Lanarkshire, Scotland 
born in 1890, enlisted 
into the 5th Battalion 
Queen’s Own 
Cameroon Highlanders 
in August/September 
1914 at Inverness. 

The Cameron 
Highlanders landed in 
France in October 1915 
as part of the 9th 
Scottish Division. 
Involved in heavy 
fighting on the Somme 
on July 16/17th, John 
Campbell was 
wounded. Along with 
two others soldiers from 
the same battalion, 
Donald Macloed and 
William Colman, he 
was transferred to the 
3rd Western General 
Hospital, Cardiff. 

John had suffered 



serious wounds in his 
thigh and shoulder from 
shrapnel; plus severe 
shellshock. 

On August 8, 1916 
he and his fellow 
comrades were 
transferred to The St 
John’s Auxiliary 
Hospital, Rest Bay, 
Porthcawl to 
convalesce. John had 
recovered well from his 
wounds, which 
potentially meant a 
return to active service. 

On Tuesday, August 
24 1916, at 10.30am 
William Watts of 2, 
Philadelphia Road 
retrieved his body from 
the sea opposite the Sea 
Bank Hotel, Porthcawl. 
An inquest was held 
into his death a week 
later, at Porthcawl 
Police Station. 

Patients at the Rest 
Home spoke of how he 
hardly spoke during his 
time there, yet on the 
day he disappeared, he 
had been medically 
certified as fit for 
discharge and had 
talked about going 
away. John’s clothes 
were found on the rocks 
near where he had 
entered the water. 

Whether his death 
was an accident, or 
whether he took his life, 
remains a mystery. The 
inquest returned an 
open verdict of ‘Found 
drowned’. Members of 
the local training corps 
under the command of 
Sergeant William 
Farrow led the funeral 
procession and men 
from his regiment 
carried the flag-draped 
coffin. 

Following the coffin 
were John’s two 
brothers, Alec and 
Robert, who had made 
the journey from 
Lanarkshire; and 
wounded soldiers from 
The Rest. His brothers 
declined to take his 
body home. 

Amid the pain of 
war, life in the town 
continued. Near the 
Queen’s Hotel, New 
Road, Lily (The) White 
Hand Laundry had been 
reported for emitting 
excessive smoke from 
the premises. Although 
Fred and Mabel Felton, 
proprietors, had 
changed the type of coal 
they used the problem 
still existed. 
Consequently the 
laundry moved to 
Cardiff and thus did the 
problem. 

Mr William Rees, 


Apothecary Cottage, 
Nottage died aged 84 
years old. At the 
inquest into his death, 
which recorded a 
verdict of ‘Death from 
natural causes’, it 
became known that Mr 
Rees had worked as a 
coal trimmer at the 
Porthcawl Dock, from 
the time it opened in 
1865 until the day it 
closed in 1902. 

On August 16, a very 
successful fete was held 
in Porthcawl, with 
'thousands of visitors 
thronging the streets 
and Esplanade.’’ 
(Porthcawl News 
August 1916.) All 
proceeds were for the 
Porthcawl soldiers at 
the front. 

Private Jack Turner, 
RAMC who had been at 
the front since the start 
of the war, and whose 
regular reports home to 
the Porthcawl News 
were keenly read every 
month, had been badly 
injured in the back, 
while stretcher-bearing. 

Jack’s part in the war 
was finished; yet on 
returning home he 
continued to work 
locally for the 
Porthcawl News. 

However, on August 
21, two Porthcawlians 
were killed: Private 
Trevor Arnold Thomas, 
15th Battalion, Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers, who 
had survived Mametz 
Wood was shot by a 
sniper near Bosinghe, 
north of Ypres; Corporal 
John Ormonde Rowe 
was killed in the 
trenches of Ploegstreet, 
south of Ypres. 

Finally, on August 
25, Sergeant John 
William Ridall, 7th 
Battalion, Duke of 
Cornwall’s Light 
Infantry was believed to 
have been killed by 
shellfire. The account 
of his death highlights 
the brutality of war. 

In a letter to Mr 
Ernest Albert Williams 
of Philadelphia Road, 
Porthcawl, Sergeant S 
Dainty relates - 

“Sergeant Ridall left 
the trenches on 25/8/16 
to go to the dressing 
station in the company 
of a stretcher-bearer. 

He was not wounded 
but suffering from shell 
shock. The man whom 
he was with was found 
a day later killed by 
shellfire; and no trace 
could be found of Sgt 
Ridall. No notification 
has since been received

of his admittance to 
any field ambulance 
or hospital, and it can 
only be concluded 
that he was killed.” 

Sergeant Ridall’s 
body was never 
recovered. 

John Ridall, born 
in Leamington Spa, 
had worked on the 
Porthcawl railway 
before the war and 
had been engaged to 
be married to Ernest’s 
daughter, Evelyn 
Williams. The 
wedding had been set 
for later that year. 

Sadly, due to the 
great loss of life, 
once again it has 
proved difficult to do 
justice to the 
biographies of the 
fallen. Should you 
wish to read their full 
stories, A Somme 
Commemorative 
Booklet is available 
from Porthcawl 
Museum, price £5.

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1 WAS abandoned as a baby outside 
a library... my two older sisters 
had left the pram outside, gone in 
to choose new books, and then 
walked home discussing their choices 

Imagine my mother’s reaction when they arrived 
home and replied to her question with - "'What 
babyT 

I was found some time later by my terrified 
mother fast asleep, safe and sound in my pram, still 
outside the library ! 

Just to give an idea of my age, this was before 
mobile phones, before it was possible to ring the 
library - and before it was unusual to see babies in 
prams left outside buildings and shops which had 
no ramped access. 

I was fine, my sisters learned a lesson, and my 
mother never trusted them with the baby again - 
and I still love libraries and books and the worlds 
they can open up. 

I have been thinking and talking about the past a 
great deal over the last few weeks. The publication 
of the Chilcot report encouraged us to reflect on 
mistakes made and lessons learned, and the Trident 
debate required us to look back in order to plan for 
the future. 

I have also visited the D Day battlefield of 
Normandy with a group of defence-minded MPs 
and been shocked by how high the death toll was in 
the first 80 days - 600,000 civilians and 500,000 
Allies killed. 

It was estimated that nine out of 10 pilots were 
lost on each raid. The tales of individual courage 
and leadership were inspiring, the overcoming of 
impossible odds and the ingenuity of people to 
overcome adversity as ships carrying essential 
supplies were sunk. 

I kept thinking of what it must have been like to 
wake up in numerous, Porthcawl-like towns on 
June 6, 1944 and hear of Allied Forces fighting 
their way across the beaches to retake most of the 
European continent. There must have been joy and 
fear in equal measure. I say, Porthcawl-like towns, 
because training took place on our beaches and 
dunes. Conditions were said to be similar to 
Normandy and provided the opportunity to plan, 
prepare and prepare again. 

Secrecy was everything: two carpenters sent to 
erect a giant jigsaw puzzle on the wall of a country 
house told their wives they would be back in two 
days. When they realised it was a map of southern 
Britain and northern France to assist in the 
invasion, they were detained and prohibited from 
communicating with the outside world for six 
months until the invasion was over. 

Can you imagine the outcry if we saw such death 
tolls today? If masses of equipment was lost and 
our invading forces were forced to cope without 
equipment, medical supplies and reinforcements. If 
two carpenters disappeared inside a government 
location and did not return and no explanation was

given! The villages of Normandy were flying US, 
Canadian, British and French flags. Their 
graveyards had Allied graves alongside them. For 
those villages, it is not a forgotten past, a time long 
ago, the liberation is remembered every day. 

The generation which fought in those battles and 
saw the soldiers pass their homes are nearly all 
gone. 

What would they have recognised in today’s 
world? A Russia that is rearming, a Middle East in 
turmoil, China making threats to those who come 
too close to its man-made islands in busy merchant 
sea lanes. 

Back then, a letter to or from an MP was a huge 
occasion. On Monday morning, there were 280 
emails on an urgent local issue which needed an 
immediate reply because of their gravity; they 
jumped the queue but replying to that many emails 
takes time. 

Now I find abusive emails and attacks on Twitter 
if an email is not responded to in two or three days. 
It may be one of over 1,000 waiting to be answered 
with multiple other commitments to be met, but 
‘my’ email is being ignored. 

A colleague received 20,000 abusive emails and 
attacks on social media over a matter of days. 
Others have received death threats. 

Some are telling me it reminds them of Germany 
in the 1930s, when anger and frustration boiled 
over and scapegoats were invested. I don’t agree. 
Whatever is ahead of us as we face terrorist threats, 
military threats, financial and political uncertainty, 
the only way forward is to somehow re-find that 
sense of shared destiny. Not ‘my’ destiny, but ‘our’ 
destiny, ‘our future’ for ‘our children’. 

I think that’s why I like libraries. They are a 
daily reminder of our willingness to share 
knowledge, pleasure and social space. Just watch 
out for those prams. You never know! 

PS It’s August, my staff and I are taking leave 
and though letters and emails will be replied to, 
things are going to slow right down and I have 
already voted for Owen Smith.

They also 
make cream and ‘award 
winning butter’, taking 
the ‘Supreme Champion’ 
with their butter at the 
Royal Welsh Show this 
year. 

Recently, they have 


started supplying 
prestigious London store 
Eortnum & Mason with 
butter rolls, and demand 
so far has been strong. 

Yet success in the 
retailing sector has not 
diverted attention from 
the management of their 
dairy cows. 

Cow numbers and 
average yields have 
increased and earlier this 
year, they moved into 
NMR’s top 20 national 
rankings for fat and 
protein production. 

The herd average 


yield stands at 11,653kg 
at 3.79 per cent butterfat 
and 3.09 per cent 
protein, with heifers 
averaging 10,455kg at 
3.89 per cent butterfat 
and 3.07 per cent 
protein.

‘Keep off the 
railway line’ 
trespassers 
are warned 


BRITISH 
Transport police 
have issued an 
urgent warning to 
young people, 
following a 19 per 
cent rise in reports 
of trespass over the 
summer. 

Along with Network 
Rail they are urging 
parents to warn their 
children of the dangers of 
playing on the tracks. 

“Over the past 10 
years, almost 170 young 
people in the UK have 
lost their lives after 
trespassing on the 
railway. 

“The data shows that 
just under half of those 
killed are under the age 
of 25,” said Tracey 
Young, community 
safety manager for 
Network Rail Wales. 

“We are urging parents 
to remind their children 
that if they are on the 
railway, they are on 
dangerous ground. 

It may seem like a 
good idea to take a 
shortcut, or like fun to 
play on the tracks, but 
this is not only illegal, it 
is also dangerous. 

Officers from British 


Transport Police are 
stepping up patrols 
across the region, said 
Inspector Mike Edwards: 
“The last thing our 
officers want to do is 
knock on someone’s door 
to tell a parent their child 
has been killed or 
seriously injured as a 
result of trespassing. 

“We’re doing all we 
can to keep young people 
safe by patrolling areas 
where we know they’re 
likely to trespass and 
prevent them from doing 
so. 

“However, we cover 
thousands of miles of 
track and we cannot 
tackle this issue alone. 

“That is why we are 
urging parents and young 
people to heed this 
warning and take a 
reality check when it 
comes to trespass. 

“It’s not a game: they 
are real tracks, with real 
trains and real life 
consequences.”

THE only Vale of 
Glamorgan man to 
take part in 
‘Operation 
Chastise’, the 
famous Dam 
Busters raid over 
Germany, was 
Sergeant Gordon 
Yeo from Barry. 

Front gunner in 
Lancaster AJ-A Apple, 
he was in the first wave 
of bombers to attack 
the Mohne Dam on the 
night of May 16, 1943. 

They dropped their 
‘bouncing bomb’ from 
low level and scored a 
direct hit. Shortly 
afterwards, the first of 
the three dams gave 
way and vast quantities 
of water flooded the 
Ruhr valley to make a 
severe dent in the 
German war effort. 

The raid was declared 
to be a strategic 
success. 

But the cost in terms 
of human life was 
enormous. After 
successfully crossing 
Germany en route for 
home, AJ-A Apple was 
shot down by one of 
the last anti-aircraft 
batteries located on the 
coast of Holland. It 
was one of the eight

that failed to return, 
resulting in the loss of 
56 lives. 

John Heideman, a 
Dutchman living in 
Castricum, asked for 
assistance with a book 
recording details of the 
event. Although no 
longer living in Barry, I 
was able to supply 
some background and 
had the honour of being 
taken by him to the 
crash site (a sandbank 
near the beach at 
Castricum) and to the 
cemetery at Bergen, 
where all members of 
the crew are buried. 

Later that same day, 
my wife and I gave a 
talk to sixth-form 
students at a local 
college, highlighting 
this enormous 
contribution to the 
British war effort at the 
time. 

Now in the late 
stages of producing his 
book, John Heideman 
visited Barry recently 


and spent some time at 
the former home in 
Castleland Street of the 
Yeo family. The 
present occupants, Mr 
and Mrs Atkins, were 
intrigued to learn that 
the house was the 
former home of Barry’s 
only Dam Buster.

Assembly target is 
one million Welsh 
speakers by 2050 


AN ambitious new 
target to double the 
number of Welsh 
speakers to one 
million by 2050 was 
officially launched 
by the First 
Minister at the 
National Eisteddfod 
in Abergavenny on 
Monday (August 1). 

The Assembly’s 
consultation paper sets 
out plans to “create a 
Wales which responds 
to the growing demand 
for Welsh-medium 
education, and increase 
the number of people 
learning and able to 
use the language with 
their families, in their 
communities and in the 
workplace r 

The proposals 
recognise the need for 
the Welsh Government 
to lead the conversation 
but also work in 
partnership with many 
other institutions and 
organisations towards 
making the Welsh 
language central to 
public life in Wales. 

The consultation runs 
until the end of 
October. 

First Minister 
Carwyn Jones, AM for 
Bridgend, said: “We are 
a proudly bilingual 
nation. The Welsh 
Government has always 
recognised the 
significant contribution 
our language has made 


on our past, history and 
living culture, and will 
continue to do so: 

“Since devolution, 
we have demonstrated 
an unwavering 
commitment to 
preserving and growing 
the language. In 2011 
we introduced 
legislation to protect 
the future of the 
language, and we are 
confident the discussion 
we are launching today 
will continue to help us 
grow the language so it 
thrives as a vibrant, 
living part of our 
communities 

There was, however, 
a sceptical response 
from Conservative 
Welsh language 
spokesperson, Suzy 
Davies AM, who said: 
“Whilst Welsh 
Conservatives applaud 
any plans to boost the 
number of Welsh 
speakers, the devil will 
clearly be in the detail 
of these plans. 

“In recent years, 
we’ve seen strategy 
after strategy launched 
by Welsh Ministers, 
and the Welsh 
Government must 
outline what is 
fundamentally different 
about these new plans, 
and how they will 
stimulate use of the 
language. The roadmap 
needs to be clear and 
instructive, with clear, 
transparent benchmarks 


in place, and an 
emphasis placed on the 
standard of Welsh 
speaking and not just 
the volume. 

“The language faces 
a number of major 
challenges - including 
a lack of opportunities 
to converse in everyday 
settings. It is sustained 
action, not plush 
strategy launches, that 
we need if the Welsh 
Government is to meet 
this target.” 

The Minister for 
Lifelong Learning and 
Welsh Language, Alun 


Davies, said: “We want 
everyone to have the 
opportunity to learn 
through the medium of 
Welsh, both from early 
years right through to 
higher education, and 
that it will be seen as 
an integral part of our 
overall provision, and 
not something that is 
separate from it.

FINDING DORY IS A FILM 
TO LIKE.... BUT NOT LOVE 


I T hardly seems 
like it, but it 
has been 13 
years since Pixar 
released Finding 
Nemo. 

In that time the 
studio has continued to 
create impressive films 
that have pleased both 
critical and commercial 
demands, yet its strike 
rate has been blunted 
somewhat by some 
misfires, most notably 
the likes of Cars 2 and 
Monsters University. 

The common 
denominator is that 
these films are sequels - 
so will Finding Dory, a 
follow-up to ...Nemo, 
be able to buck that 
trend? The story centres 
around Dory (Ellen 
DeGeneres), the fish 
with a short-term 
memory problem who 
helped Marlin (Albert 
Brooks) find his son 
Nemo (Hayden 
Rolence) last time out. 

This time, however. 
Dory is trying to find 


her long-lost parents, 
and with help from 
Nemo and Marlin, she 
sets out to find them; 
but when her search 
brings her to a marine 
life centre, the trio face 
an uphill struggle to 
reunite Dory with her 
parents... 

There is an 

undeniable magic about 
anything that Pixar 
touches; from the 
Anglepoise lamp of its 
logo, to the shorts that 
feature prior to the main 
film itself, it has 
inarguably carved a 
niche in the cinematic 
landscape that many 
would love to emulate. 

While its position is 
perhaps a little more 
shaky than, say five 
years ago, it are still 
putting out work that is, 
by and large, better than 
its competitors; in fact 
its greatest competition 
could arguably be 
themselves - and that’s 
why Finding Dory is a 
film that is very easy to 
like, but not so easy to

love, a film that 
entertains and delivers 
the requisite emotional 
punch, but one that 
doesn’t really hit the 
highs you find in its 
most impressive output. 

One of the flaws of 
Finding Dory is how 
closely it follows the 


plot of ... Nemo’, yes, 
the characters’ roles 
have reversed but it’s 
still a film that focuses 
on a journey where the 
end goal is to be 
reunited with a family 
member (or members in 
this case) while, on the 
way, meeting new 
characters to engage 
with. 

While the characters 
are pleasing to revisit, 
the reversal of the 
dynamic doesn’t really 
work; in the original. 
Marlin’s jittery 
nervousness was the 
counterpoint to Dory’s 
carefree attitude, but 
here, with Dory driving 
the story, it doesn’t ring 
quite right. 

Of course, there’s 
enough vibrancy in both 
the returning characters 
and new ones to keep 
you entertained; Dory’s 
irrepressible zest is 
given a dash of 
poignancy thanks to a 
wonderful prelude that 
hints at a sadness you 
didn’t even realise was 
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there, while the 
relationship between 
Dory and Marlin and 
Nemo has an emotional 
pull to it that, separating 
them for sections of the 
film, lands well. 

Of the new additions, 
Ed O’Neil’s Hank, a 
seven-tentacled octopus 
with a desire to get out 
of the marine life 
centre, shines, his 
cantankerous frustration 
at being inadvertently 
embroiled in Dory’s 
plan creating humour, 
while Kaitlin Olson’s 
Destiny (a near-sighted 
whale shark) and Ty 
Burrell’s Bailey (a 
beluga whale with sonar 
issues) are also worthy 
additions to Pixar’s list 
of strong characters. 

Director Andrew 
Staton (who helmed ... 
Nemo as well as Wall-E) 
gives the film a 
wonderful visual sense; 
as ever it’s easy to stand 
back and marvel at the 
CGI trickery that makes 
this world almost photo- 
real, but dig beneath the 
technical achievement 
and there are moments 
of subtle intelligence, 
the way that the 
underwater world 
reflects our own or how 
an innocent child’s 
petting area becomes 
something from a 
disaster movie when the 
perspective shifts from 
human to fish. 

However, the greatest 
achievement of Stanton 
(and co-director Angus 
MacLane) is in bringing 
the humanity to the 


story, especially in 
dealing with the 
character of Dory. Her 
story is a metaphor for 
dealing with mental 
illness, played gently 
for its target audience 
but one that older 
viewers will latch onto 
immediately. 

That it empowers the 
character is a wonderful 
theme, one that is 
prevalent elsewhere 
(Hank’s missing 
tentacle doesn’t affect 
him physically but there 
is a mental stress), and 
it’s this that sees 
Finding Dory at its best; 
while the rest of it feels 
a touch over-familiar, 
there is still plenty to 
savour. 

VERDICT: A Pixar to 
like rather than love. 
Finding Dory is the 
studio just failing to hit 
top gear. While still an 
intelligent and 
enthralling film, its 
reliance on narrative 
themes from the 
original means it just 
falls short of the high 
standards expected - 
which means it’s still a 
pretty impressive film 
in its own right. 
Enjoyable.

RAMBLING 
IN THE VALE 


UNDER darkening 
skies and with heavy 
bursts of rain on the 
journey to Rhoose 
railway station, it 
seemed that the 
evening two-hour 
walk would be, to say 
the least, damp! 

However, by 7pm the 
skies had cleared and the 
sun put in an appearance 
and the evening 
remained dry for a group 
of six female walkers that 
joined Joy from Penarth 
and District Ramblers 
for the evening tramp. 

The walk took in 
urban Rhoose and 
Nurston, as well as a 
coastal walk back from 
East Aberthaw. 

Crossing the main 
Vale railway line and 
tramping pavements to 
the perimeter fence of 
Cardiff Airport, a path 
behind houses led 
through a small park and 
along a bridleway 
between fields of 
ripening wheat with 
grand views towards the 
tall chimneys of 
Aberthaw power station 
and the cement works. 

Exiting onto a lane 
and passing through the 
quiet hamlet of Nurston, 
a stretch along Port 
Road led them to the Blue 
Anchor pub in East 
Aberthaw, which opened 
in 1380 and no doubt 
was used by many of the 
infamous smugglers on 
stretch of coastline . 

Heading through Well 
Road under the railway 
bridge and following 
paths in woodland to 
Pleasant Harbour, the 
ruins of the Aberthaw 
limeworks, established in 
1888 by David Owen 
came into view. This 
local lime was renowned 
and had hydraulic 
properties, making it 
ideal for use in damp 
conditions such as 


harbour and canal work. 
The ruins overlook a 
lovely lake. 

Originally the River 
Thaw flowed through this 
area and during the 16th 
and 17th centuries the 
port of Aberthaw was 
very active. When 
Aberthaw power station 
was opened in the 1960s, 
the river was re-routed 
and now flows through a 
man-made channel 

straight into the Bristol 
Channel further along 
the coast. 

Making their way 
towards the steps at the 
end of the sea defence 
wall and crossing the salt 
flats where the salt 
lagoons are fed by the 
incoming tide at Andrews 
Pant, steps led steeply up 
the clijf and into 
Eontygary Leisure Park. 

Their return along the 
Wales Coast Path, as it 
stretches along the 
clijftop to Eontygary Bay, 
heralded views across 
the Bristol Channel to 
the misty Somerset 
coastline and Dunkery 
Beacon, the highest point 
on Exmoor, before fields 
stained pink with 
willowherb, red clover, 
purple thistles, scabious 
and yellow flowering 
agrimony led back to 
their start.

Memories of a 
Barry medical 
practice... 


1 WAS interested 
to read Laurie 
Owen’s recent 
account of Barry 
GPsin The GEM, 
as my parents, Dr 
C K B (Bryn) 
Lennox and Dr 
Mary Lennox, both 
worked in the 
seaside town. 

My father’s 
grandparents moved to 
Bany in the 1890s. The 
Lavis grandparents ran a 
dairy in Kingsland 
Crescent and the 
Lennox grandparents a 
bakery/grocery at 219 
Holton Road. 

My father was born 
in 1913 in Somerset 
Road and his family 
moved to Buttrills Road 
in 1922, where his 
father taught in Barry 
Grammar school for 
boys. 

My father studied 
medicine in Cardiff, 
where he met my 
mother (also a medical 
student) and they both 
graduated as doctors. 

My father was called 
up to the Army during 
the last war and was in 
the RAMC in the 53rd 
Welsh Regiment. I was 
born in 1942 and my 
mother moved to Barry 
in 1943, living with my 
father’s parents. 

Dr Mary Lennox was 
school medical officer 
and was appointed 
deputy MIOH of Barry 
in 1943 and in 1947 
appointed MOH of 
Barry, Port Medical 
Officer and also 
Medical Superintendant 
of Barry Accident 
Hospital, Barry 
Maternity Hospital in 
Woodlands Road and 
the Neale Kent 
Infectious Diseases 
Hospital. 

The appointment 
caused a few raised 
eyebrows at the time as 
she was the first woman 
to be appointed as Port 
MOH. She continued in 
this post until the 
reorganisation of local 
government in 1974, 
when the position of 
MOH was abolished. 

When my father. Dr 
C K B (Bryn) Lennox 
was discharged from the 
army in 1946, he joined 
Dr George Lewis in GP 
partnership and we 
moved into 161 Holton 
Road where the 
surgeries were held. 

Dr Lewis was 
originally based at 161, 
and then moved to live 
in Porthkerry Road, 
where there was a 
branch surgery. The 
surgery receptionist 
lived next door in 159 
and Drs Sandy and 
Eileen McGill had a 
separate surgery in the

Towers 163. 

Our lounge was on 
the first floor and our 
bedrooms on the second 
floor. As a child, I had 
to be quiet while the 
surgery was running - 
which was from about 
8.30am to 12pm and 
from 6pm to 8pm, apart 
from a half day per 
week - and included 
Saturdays. 

Our car was garaged 
around the corner in 
Watson Street, and I 
passed the police and 
fire stations each 
morning to go to school 
in Holton Road Juniors. 

I remember the 
speaking tube which I 
think must have been 
connected in those days 
to the electric system, as 
occasionally I had a 
mild shock on touching 
it. 

In 1950, Dr Caddick 
joined the partnership 
and he and his wife 
moved into 161 - and 
we moved to Cadoxton. 
In 1952-3, Dr Gwilym 
Keble Williams joined 
the partnership and 
shortly afterwards, he 
occupied 161. 

My uncle. Dr John 
Rhys Williams, also 
joined, but he lived in 
Porthkerry Road at first. 
The practice continued 
to grow at 161 Holton 
Road after this, until its 
move to the Waterfront 
in around 2007.

Travellers aim to 


stay on Stalling 
Down until (at 
least) next week

The group of 

travellers 
encamped on 
Stalling Down 
Common near 
Cowbridge say they 
do not intend to 
leave until “after 
the weekend”. 

On Tuesday (August 
2) they defied a council 
notice requiring them to 
leave. 

Stalling Down is 
registered common land 
that is owned by the Vale 
Council. Notices were 
erected on Monday 
across the site informing 
of the deadline and that 
the occupation of the 
land is deemed 

inappropriate and 
unauthorised. 

Council officers have 
been monitoring the 
encampment and the 
conduct of the group 
throughout the week. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said: “The 
council’s legal team 
attended Cardiff Civil 
Justice Centre to request 
a hearing for possession 
of the land immediately 
after the deadline had 
passed. 

“However, the court 
directed the matter to 
Port Talbot County 
Court. The application 
for an eviction notice 
has now been filed with 
the county court and a 
hearing set for Monday, 
August 8. 

“An application was 
made by the council for 
the hearing to be brought 
forward so that the 
matter could be brought 
to the swiftest possible 
conclusion. This was 
declined by the court.” 

The travellers’ refusal 
to move on came as no 
surprise to Vale MP Alun 
Cairns and Regional AM 
Andrew RT Davies, who 
spoke to the travelling 
group on Monday. 

The group have had 
their 10 caravans on the 
Common since 

Thursday last week. 

The MP and AM have 
expressed concern that it 
took the Vale Council 
until Monday to issue 
the travellers with a 
notice. 

They contrast this 
with a case in Caedelyn 
Park in Rhiwbina, which 
was cleared only 27 
hours after the 
encampment had been 
established. 

Alun Cairns said: “I 
am disappointed that yet 
another illegal 

occupation has taken 
place on this site - one 
of the most picturesque 
in the Vale. This group 
must be removed and 
barriers installed to 
prevent further 

incursions. 

“There is a real risk 
that the Vale could be 
seen to be a soft touch on 
unauthorised travellers if 


tougher action is not 
taken.” 

Andrew RT Davies 
added: “This is not the 
first time the area has 
been subject to an illegal 
encampment. 

“People are 

disappointed that a 
group of travellers have 
come back. It’s 
concerning especially as 
this is a bigger group 
than before.” 

Dinas Powys 

Community Councillor 
Vincent Driscoll, the 
chairman of the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Conservatives, told The 
GEM: “The Vale 

Council are often seen as 
too politically-correct 
when dealing with these 
occupations. 

“They were 

advertising an exhibition 
of gypsy and traveller art 
a few weeks ago in the 
King Square Library, 
which is perfectly 
legitimate, but gives the 
impression to many 
people that their 
instincts on traveller 
trespass may not be as 
robust as necessary.” 

The Vale Council 
insisted they had taken 
swift action 

A spokesman said: 
“The travellers were 
informed immediately 
that their occupation of 
the site was both 
unauthorised and 

inappropriate. 

“Stalling Down is 
popular spot for walkers 
and used by locals and 
visitors all year around, 
this is why the council is 
working to resolve the 
situation as soon as 
possible. 

“However, there is a 
strict legal process that 


must be followed. 

“Before any action 
can be taken the council 
is required to undertake 
a welfare assessment. 
This assessment was 
carried out last week by 
a council officer. 

“After the assessment 
was completed, the 
group was issued with a 
deadline of Tuesday at 
1pm by which to leave 
the site. 

“No complaints have 
been received about the 
group’s conduct. 

However, it remains the 
Vale Council’s view that 
this is an unauthorised 
encampment that is 
causing disruption to the 
local community and 
one that is in no way 
appropriate.” 

Coun Neil Moore, 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “Where 
gypsy and traveller 
groups do not vacate an 
unauthorised site of their 
own accord, there is a 
strict legal process that 
must be followed for the 
council to reclaim 
possession of the land. 

“Council officers 
have acted swiftly and 
fairly and continue to 
work tirelessly to 
resolve this matter as 
quickly as possible. 

“To compare this 
encampment with a very 
different situation in 
Cardiff is not helpful. To 
suggest that the legal 
action required to evict 
the group could have 
been taken any more 
quickly shows a gross, 
and perhaps wilful, 
misunderstanding of the 
legislation that covers 
gypsy and traveller 
groups and associated 
legal process.”

Vale cluVs first team demolish 
Gowerton in impressive win 


A career best 6-32 from teenage 
bowler Rian Thomas set up an 
emphatic 10 wicket win for the 
Cowbridge first XI over visitors 
Gowerton on Saturday. 

On a good pitch, Gowerton could only 
manage 104 which proved little challenge 
as the home side cruised home on a 
golden summer’s late afternoon at the 
sylvan glade that is The Athletic Ground. 

There was little to suggest as 
Gowerton’s openers put on 40 for the 
first wicket in good time that the rest of 
their batting would fail in such a 
calamitous fashion. 

However, with Ben Wright keeping 
things very tight from the Bear Eield end, 
skipper Chris Willey turned to Rian to 
replace Alex Kurobasa. 

If Chris was looking for immediate 
results, he was to get them... Rian’s brisk 
right arm bowling was to backed up by 
some excellent ground fielding and even 
better catching from Ben and Joe Russell.

The tail could not do any better than 
their higher order and 104 was the sum 
total of the Gowerton effort. 

The first innings had only lasted 36 
overs but any hopes Gowerton’s bowlers 
may have had of replicating the 


Cowbridge effort could hardly have been 
helped by the sight of the former 
Glamorgan batsman Ben Wright and his 
old schoolmate Tom Merilaht, the rock of 
the Cowbridge batting for so long, 
striding out in pursuit of an early finish. 

In 28 uneventful overs with both 
batsmen playing beautifully, Ben hit six 
fours in his 57 while Tom did what he 
does every week as he reached 37. 

The match-winning performance came 
from Rian however. Indeed Gowerton 
must be heartily fed up of Rian Thomas. 

At the corresponding fixture in June it 
was Rian in partnership with Matt 
Keating batted out 25 overs to save an 
unlikely draw. This time though it was 
the use of his major skill that did for the 
visitors. 

It is probably the case that this sort of 
devastating spell was always likely to be 
produced at some stage as Rian has now 
been in the first XI for a couple of 
seasons but while he has always been 
capable of producing good deliveries he 
has also found it difficult to demonstrate 
the ability to hold it all together over a 
spell - until now that is.

To complement this there has also 
been a programme to replace the invasive 
but useless Annual Meadow Grass with a 
special mix of grass varieties which will 
root deeper and help produce a more 
solid surface. The quality of the pitches 
this season would suggest that the 


programme is working. 

It was only 5pm when the finish came 
and the Cowbridge faithful who enjoy 
watching the last hour or so of cricket 
with the aid of a little refreshment were 
bemused to enter the ground but see no 
game going on. 

Bemused they may have been, but they 
were certainly not disappointed - after 
all, the win gave Cowbridge 26 points. 
The Division One bottom half now reads 
Llandysul 155,Bronwydd 147, 
Cowbridge 145,Maesteg Celtic 128 and 
Skewen 109. 

Cowbridge have to play the bottom 
two and Bronwydd, as well as Briton 
Eerry Steel, so there is no room for any 
complacency to creep in. 

There is, too, an administrative googly 
that might emerge. It is possible that 
three sides rather than the normal two 
will be relegated from the South Wales 
Premier League back to their feeder 
league, in this case the South Wales 
Cricket Association. 

The reason for this is that the numbers 
teams from the SWCA and South East 
Wales Cricket League in the pan South 
Wales Premier League must be kept in 
balance between east and west. 

With three SWCA teams occupying the 
three bottom places as things stand today 
Cowbridge would be in trouble, so there 
is much to play for at Skewen next 
Saturday.

Have your say on 
the future of Welsh 
language television 


THE public is being given the 
opportunity to share their 
opinions about S4C and the 
Welsh language television 
channel and contribute to the 
discussions about its future in 
an online questionnaire: ‘Have 
Your Say’. 

S4C wants the public’s voice to be 
included as the channel prepares to 
contribute to the UK Government’s 
‘Independent Review’ of S4C in 2017. 

The review will look at S4C’s role 
and work - the kind of service which it 
is likely to be required to provide in the 
future, its remit, accountability and 
funding. 

S4C’s questionnaire will ask the 
public for its opinions on these matters, 
as well as the type of service it would 
like to see from S4C in the future. 


Huw Jones, S4C Authority 
chairman, said that it is vital the public 
is included in discussions about the 
channel’s future. 

Mr Jones said: “We want to offer an 
opportunity for the public to contribute 
opinions as we prepare for the UK 
Government’s Independent Review of 
S4C in 2017 - what type of service do 
they want to see and what kind of 
modern media service will Welsh- 
speakers need in the next 10 years? 
Our hope is that the review will 
consider this carefully, along with how 
S4C can provide and fund that service 
on a secure basis.” 

The answers in the questionnaire 
will help the channel as it prepares to 
contribute to the review in 2017.

NHS ‘whistleblowing’ 
campaign launched 


A NEW helpline 
and campaign to 
help health staff 
speak up is being 
launched in Cardiff 
and the Vale. 

‘Freedom to Speak 
Up Safely’, launched by 
the Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
(CVUHB), will 
encourage staff to raise 
concerns - and managers 
to listen and respond to 
them. 

A new simplified 
process, including a 24- 
hour helpline, is now 
live and will provide 
another way for staff to 
make their voices heard. 

It follows the 
introduction of ‘Safety 
Valve’ - a process led by 
chair Maria Battle for 
staff that feel their 
concerns are not being 
heard. 

Maria said staff who 
had used ‘Safety Valve’ 
were glad they had 
spoken out and the new 
helpline and other 
support would help build 
on that programme. 

She said; “I want this 
to be a listening 
organisation. One that 
actually resolves issues, 
fixes them and makes 
things happen.” 

As part of the work to 
better understand how to 
improve support for 
those raising and hearing 
concerns, a workshop 
was held with staff. 

Dr Aled Jones, senior 
lecturer at the School of 
Health and Social 
Science, has advised the 
health board on 


developing the new 
process. 

He said the new 
approach was focused on 
learning, not criticism: 
“Those organisations 
that have brought in this 
approach find they learn 
a great deal for 
improving things for 
employees and patients, 
so it’s a win-win.” 

The work has won the 
support of various staff 
groups. 

Indu Deglurkar, 
consultant and lead 
cardiothoracic surgeon 
and chair of CVUHB’s 
senior staff medical 
committee, said there 
was a stigma around 
speaking up, but there 
were benefits for all 
when those with 
concerns did. 


She said; “If there is a 
problem one should 
speak up, not for your 
own gain but for patient 
safety. And that’s all 
there is. There’s nothing 
personal about it, you do 
the right thing for the 
patient.” 

The new process 
includes materials and a 
short film about the 
benefits of speaking up 
and advice on how to. 
Ruth Walker, the health 
board’s chief nurse, said: 
“Be brave. If you were a 
patient or this was you 
or one of yours and you 
don’t feel that care is 
right you need to speak 
out. If it’s not good 
enough for you and 
yours it’s not good 
enough for any other 
patient.”

‘Over-development 
and no electricity 
in Rhoose’ - 
GEM READER 


I T was great to 
see the recent 
photograph in 
The GEM of 
concerned residents 
of Rhoose village 
protesting about the 
over-development 
of Rhoose village. 

Do they realise what a 
difficult road lies ahead 
of them with a council 
set on development, 
development, and over¬ 
development of Rhoose 
village? 

Having viewed the 
recent council meeting 
online concerning the 
development, it was 
clear that the vast 
majority of councillors 
lived outside the 
vicinity, in SMALLER 
towns and villages than 
Rhoose. Incidentally, 
those councillors way 
exceeded Rhoose 
councillors, who only 
amounted to two! 

These outside 
councillors paid no 
attention to the lack of 
facilities, a potentially 
dangerous junction that 
would enter the new part 
of the development, 
traffic congestion 
throughout the whole 
village, and potential 
disaster if the culverts in 
the site flooded up 
against the railway 
embankment. 

As no-one seems keen 
to adopt the Rhoose 
Point drainage system, 
this is a worrying 
possibility. 

Of course, there is the 
compulsory, imaginary, 
school that the 
developers have put land 
aside for (this I think is 
the 10th school that is 
going to be built in 
Rhoose Point!). 
Apparently, they only 
have to donate the land, 
so eventually there will 
be more houses on that 
spot. 

Seeing as this will 
probably cost the council 
a couple of million 
pounds, this will 
(thankfully) never get 
done. I’m sure we all 
remember the tragedy of 
Aberfan, especially as 
the proposed site is, as 
stated by the council, in 
the potential flood area. 

Affordable housing on 
the proposed site has 


gone up to 30 per cent 
which makes one 
wonder whether the rural 
Vale’s share will just be 
deposited in Rhoose 
Point? 

Considering the Vale 
Council has such big 
ideas for our village, 
they haven’t had the 
foresight to overhaul our 
electricity to 
accommodate a larger 
population; we now have 
to suffer regular power 
cuts (two in the last 
month). 

This must make 
Rhoose village a very 
enticing proposition to 
future residents - I just 
hope that our sewerage 
and freshwater systems 
are sufficient to cope 
with a potential 
population explosion! 

Indeed, the Sully 
travellers’ site has been 
refused on the grounds 
of a flood risk - and yet 
Rhoose Point residents 
and potential 
schoolchildren are not 
shown the same concern. 

So it seems that once 
the Vale has merged with 
Cardiff Council, Rhoose 
village will lose its 
identity, and become a 
dormitory town for the 
city, and will adjoin 
Barry. 

There will be no such 
thing as green space and 
‘the southern most point 
of Wales’ will become 
‘the most densely 
populated area in the 
southern point of Wales’. 

Also, it is very unsafe 
to build a large 
population so close to a 
thriving airport; most 
airports are built way 
outside towns, within a 
safe green space 
boundary, our council 
seem to be quite 
oblivious to potential 
disasters! 

Whilst our councillors 
made some good and 
valid points in our 
defence, until they are 
able to play on a level 
playing field with an 
equal quota of 
councillors, they will, 
unfortunately, always be 
out-voted. 

Of course, our Rhoose 
councillors will 
completely lose their 
voices if the Cardiff and 
the Vale councils merge.

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ALED SION EYES 
ANOTHER MEDAL 

Bridgend’s 
Paralympian 
champ on the 
road to Rio

BRIDGEND-BORN 
Paralympian and 
gold-medallist, Aled 
Sion Davies, goes to 
Rio later this 
month keen to 
maintain his 
successes in a slew 
of competitions 

Aled (25), now based 
in Cardiff, took bronze 
in the shot put and gold 
in the discus at the 2012 
summer Paralympics, 
and gold in both 
disciplines in Lyon and 
Doha in 2013 and 2015 
respectively. The 
Welshman is also a 
world and European 
champion and record 
holder. 

And while he will 
hope to build on his 
Paralympic bronze in the 
F42 shot put, he was 
‘devastated’ that the F42 
discus has been dropped 
from Rio 2016. 

Focused to a ‘T’, the 
young man - who also 
has a successful junior 
career as a swimmer 
under his belt - will be 
applying his 

determination to the shot 
in true, never-say-die 
style. 

“I’ve limited myself 
to a handful of 
competitions so far this 
year, in preparation for 
Rio; whereas I might 
have competed in eight 
to 12 championships in 
any other year, this time. 
I’ve taken part in just 
four.” 

Aled is keeping 
himself fresh for the 
Games, yet has no 
qualms over 
acclimatising for Rio. 

“I’ll be going out a 
couple of weeks before 
the competition begins, 
although I don’t really 
have any concerns over 
the temperature. 
Compared to Doha last 
year, it should be fine.” 

The category ‘F42’ 
includes single above¬ 
knee amputation, double 
above-knee amputations, 
and athletes with 
combined arm/leg 
amputations. It may also 
include athletes with 
severe problems when 
walking, such as 
impairments in one leg 
from polio. 

Aled, who switched 
from swimming to field 
events in 2006, was born 
with hemimelia - 
lacking or a deformity of 
the fibula - of the right 
leg. 

His determination and 
will-to-win on the field 



are matched by - 
afterwards - an old- 
fashioned and 
gentlemanly approach to 
his competitors. 

“Out on the field, 
when the competition is 
on, we all hate each 
other,” he said, adding 
after a pause and with a 
smile “But as soon as 
it’s over, the mutual 
respect we have just 
shines through - though 
that’s a bit easier if I’ve 
just won! 

“We socialise and eat 
together... That’s one of 
the great things about 
the Olympic village 
where we stay.” 

He is, naturally, as 
keen on his fellow 
teammates, be they from 
the Wales squad or in 
this case. Team GB. 

“I, and my teammates 
in field events, are 
individuals, all out there 
alone. 


“But we’re a team of 
individuals, and that’s 
key. We buoy each other 
up and egg each other 
on. That’s teamwork; 
that’s being part of a 
team. We all inspire each 
other.” 

Being good at sport 
requires physical skill. 
Being a world champion 
- Paralympian or 
Olympian - requires 
supreme physical and 
mental skill. 

Aled has both, and 
bucketloads of charm 
and humility, too. 

He ended by saying: 
“Never let a win go to 
your head, or a loss to 
your heart. Have no 
regrets.”

World champ Lee 
is set for possible

Selby is the 
reigning IBF 
featherweight champion and after Frampton took the 
WBA featherweight title from Mexico’s Leo Santa 
Cmz on Saturday night, the Northern Irishman made 
it clear that a fight to unify the belts was a 
possibility. 

Frampton said: “Selby is a great fighter, someone 
I respect and one of the best UK fighters.” 

He favours a clash in Belfast, but Welsh boxing 
fans will hope it could come to Cardiff - either at 
Cardiff City Stadium (capacity 33,280) or the 
Principality Stadium (74,500 capacity).
